Timeline  History  of  the 
Boston  Pops 


1885 

Emulating  continental  garden 
concerts,  the  BSO  establishes 
the  first  Promenade  Concert  at 
the  old  Boston  Music  Hall.  It's 
the  start  of  a  great  American 
musical  tradition. 

1899 

The  Promenade  Concerts 
become  more  “American"  with 
more  American  music  and  the 
adoption  of  John  Philip  Sousa’s 
"The  Stars  and  Stripes  Forever!" 
as  its  regular  grand  finale. 

1900 

With  the  infusion  of  more 
“popular”  American  music  in  its 
programs,  the  Promenade 
Concerts  are  now  officially 
known  as  the  “Pops.” 

1930 

After  several  decades  of 
European  conductors,  the  BSO 
appoints  American-born  Arthur 
Fiedler,  a  violist  in  the  orches¬ 
tra,  to  take  up  the  baton. 

For  the  next  50  years,  Maestro 
Fiedler  reshapes  the  Pops  for 
the  twentieth  century,  bringing 
music  to  the  east  bank  of  the 
Charles  River  with  free 
Esplanade  Concerts,  and  rous¬ 
ing  audiences  with  symphonic 
jazz  and  Broadway  hits. 

1935 

Maestro  Fiedler  leads  the  Pops, 
under  the  name  “The  Boston 
Pops  Orchestra,”  in  its  first 
recordings.  “Jalousie”  becomes 
the  first  orchestral  record  to  sell 
more  than  a  million  copies. 

1952 

Arthur  Fiedler  continues  to  pro¬ 
pel  the  Boston  Pops  into  the 
national  and  international  lime¬ 
light  with  local  radio  broadcasts 
and  ... 

1970 

...with  “Evening  at  Pops”  on 
national  public  television. 


In  February  1995,  Keith  Lockhart  was  named  twen¬ 
tieth  conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  since  its 
founding  in  1885.  Now  in  his  ninth  season  as  con¬ 
ductor  of  the  Boston  Pops,  Keith  Lockhart  has  main¬ 
tained  a  busy  schedule.  He  has  conducted  more  than 
600  concerts  and  made  50  television  shows,  includ¬ 
ing  31  new  programs  for  PBS’s  Evening  at  Pops,  the 
annual  Pops  Goes  The  Fourth!  produced  by  WCVB-TV 
5  in  Boston  and  shown  nationally  on  A&E,  and  Holiday 
at  Pops,  also  broadcast  on  A&E.  The  2002  Evening  at 
Pops  telecast  of  “Fiddlers  Three,"  led  by  Mr.  Lockhart, 
won  the  ASCAP  Deems  Taylor  Award  in  the  Television  Broadcast  category.  Mr. 
Lockhart  has  also  led  two  Boston  Pops  performances  at  Carnegie  Hall,  nine¬ 
teen  national  tours,  and  three  overseas  tours  of  Japan  and  Korea.  Under  Mr. 
Lockhart’s  direction,  the  orchestra  has  broadened  its  touring  activities,  per¬ 
forming  to  enthusiastic  audiences  in  concert  halls  and  sports  arenas  across  the 
country.  Most  recently,  Mr.  Lockhart  led  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra 
on  a  Richard  Rodgers  Celebration  Tour  to  Florida  and  the  Carolinas.  In  February 
2002,  he  led  the  Boston  Pops  in  the  pregame  show  of  Super  Bowl  XXXVI  at  the 
Louisiana  Superdome  in  New  Orleans.  Since  1996,  Keith  Lockhart  and  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra  have  recorded  exclusively  with  RCA  Victor.  Mr.  Lockhart’s 
first  six  albums  with  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  on  RCA  Victor  -  Runnin’  Wild: 
The  Boston  Pops  Play  Glenn  Miller  (1996),  American  Visions  (1997),  the 
Grammy-nominated  The  Celtic  Album  (February  1998),  Holiday  Pops 
(September  1998),  A  Splash  of  Pops  (1999),  and  the  Latin  Grammy-nominated 
The  Latin  Album  (2000)  -  all  received  critical  and  popular  acclaim.  A  compi¬ 
lation  album  entitled  Encore!,  featuring  tracks  from  the  previous  five  recordings, 
was  released  in  March  2000.  The  orchestra’s  latest  recording,  My  Favorite 
Things  -  A  Richard  Rodgers  Celebration,  was  released  in  April  2002. 

Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  NY,  in  November  1959,  Keith  Lockhart  began  his 
musical  studies  with  piano  lessons  at  the  age  of  seven.  He  holds  degrees  from 
Furman  University  in  Greenville,  SC,  and  Carnegie-Mellon  University  in 
Pittsburgh.  Mr.  Lockhart  came  to  the  Boston  Pops  from  Cincinnati,  where  he 
served  as  associate  conductor  of  both  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  and  Cincinnati 
Pops  orchestras.  Music  director  of  the  Utah  Symphony  since  1998,  Mr. 
Lockhart  led  that  orchestra  at  the  2002  Winter  Olympic  Games  in  Salt  Lake 
City.  As  a  guest  artist,  Mr.  Lockhart  has  conducted  the  major  symphony 
orchestras  of  Chicago,  Cleveland,  Dallas,  Los  Angeles,  Montreal,  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  Singapore,  Toronto,  and  Vancouver.  In  September  2002,  he 
opened  the  Saint  Louis  Symphony  season  with  a  gala  concert  featuring  cellist 
Yo-Yo-Ma,  and  on  New  Year’s  Eve  2002,  he  led  the  Deutsches  Symphonie- 
Orchester  in  Berlin.  Upcoming  engagements  include  performances  with  the 
Concertgebouw  Orchestra  of  Amsterdam  in  June  2003,  and  the  Toronto  and 
Baltimore  symphonies  during  the  2003-04  season.  He  will  make  his  Boston 
Lyric  Opera  debut  next  season,  leading  Tosca  in  March  and  April  of  2004. 
Notable  past  engagements  include  his  first  major  opera  production,  Douglas 
Moore’s  The  Ballad  of  Baby  Doe,  with  the  Washington  (DC)  Opera  and  recent 
debuts  with  the  New  York  Chamber  Symphony,  the  Houston  Symphony,  and 
the  New  Japan  Philharmonic.

Symphony  Orchestra,  to  rave  reviews.  Mr.  Chertock  has  toured  Asia 
with  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  and  with  Erich  Kunzel  and  the 
Cincinnati  Pops  Orchestra.  In  1999,  Mr.  Chertock  made  his  conducting  debut  with  the  Cincinnati 
Ballet  in  performances  of  The  Nutcracker.  In  1994,  he  released  Cinematic  Piano,  his  first  compact 
disc  on  the  Telarc  label,  a  collection  of  piano  music  from  the  movies.  The  recording  has  sold  more 
than  30,000  units  worldwide.  In  1997,  Telarc  released  his  second  recording,  Palace  of  the  Winds, 
which  features  music  from  movies  such  as  Shine ,  The  English  Patient,  and  Immortal  Beloved.  He 
has  also  recorded  Christmas  at  the  Movies  and  Love  At  the  Movies,  an  album  of  songs  from  classic 
romantic  films.  Michael  Chertock  was  recently  named  conductor  of  the  Blue  Ash  Symphony  in 
suburban  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  his  first  professional  conducting  appointment.  Among  Mr.  Chertock’s 
notable  performances  are  the  1991  Cincinnati  premiere  of  Liszt’s  Third  Piano  Concerto,  the  Boston 
premiere  of  the  Leroy  Anderson  Piano  Concerto  in  1993,  under  the  direction  of  Erich  Kunzel,  and 
the  Cincinnati  premiere  of  the  Lutoslawski  Piano  Concerto  in  1996.  In  New  York  City  in  1994,  he 
performed,  with  Cincinnati  pianist  Frank  Weinstock,  the  world  premiere  of  Notta  Sonata  by 
Jonathan  Kramer,  a  piece  for  two  pianos  and  percussion.  Mr.  Chertock  first  performed  publicly  at 
the  age  of  11,  and  at  age  14  he  performed  on  live  television  in  Guam.  At  17,  he  performed 
Rachmaninoff’s  Piano  Concerto  No.  3  with  Andrew  Litton  and  the  Arlington  Symphony  Orchestra. 

He  holds  a  master’s  degree  from  the  University  of  Cincinnati  College-Conservatory  of  Music,  where 
he  studied  with  Frank  Weinstock.  He  has  garnered  numerous  awards  at  major  competitions,  among 
them  the  top  prize  in  the  1989  Joanna  Hodges  International  Piano  Competition  (Brahms  Division), 
and  the  grand  prize  in  the  1993  St.  Charles  International  Piano  Competition.  He  also  shared  the 
silver  medal  in  the  1991  World  Piano  Competition  of  the  American  Music  Scholarship  Association. 
He  received  the  Rildia  B.  O’Bryon  Cliburn  Scholarship  in  1986.  A  resident  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio, 
Michael  Chertock  is  a  regular  performer  at  the  Ravinia  Festival  in  Chicago,  Blossom  Music  Festival 
in  Cleveland,  and  the  Grand  Tetons  Music  Festival  in  Wyoming. 


Linda  Eder 

When  Linda  Eder  was  growing  up  in  Brainerd,  Minnesota,  all  she  knew 
about  Broadway  was  what  she  heard  on  her  treasured  recordings. 
Without  the  visuals,  there  was  no  context,  no  roles  meant  for  men  or 
women,  young  or  older  characters.  She  interpreted  the  songs  in  her 
imagination.  She  created  Broadway,  her  way.  Now,  after  starring  in 
the  Broadway  smash  Jekyll  &  Hyde,  selling  out  concert  halls  around 
the  country  to  stunning  reviews,  and  recording  six  solo  records  of  her 
own,  Linda  has  decided  to  record  Broadway  My  Way,  a  collection  of 
her  favorite  songs  from  musicals.  The  album  was  released  on  Atlantic 
Records  in  February  2003  and  coincided  with  a  return  engagement 
at  Carnegie  Hall.  In  contemplating  Broadway  My  Way,  Ms.  Eder’s 
interpretation  becomes  as  relevant  as  the  performance.  Critics 
nationwide  have  described  her  style  as  "passionate,"  "vibrant,"  "warm,"  and  "glorious."  Linda  Eder 
knew  she  wanted  to  be  a  singer  by  the  time  she  was  eight.  She  sang  everywhere  she  could  -  as 
long  as  that  "everywhere"  didn’t  include  other  people.  She  came  to  regard  Judy  Garland,  Barbra 
Streisand,  and  Eileen  Farrell  as  her  early  teachers,  and  over  the  years  her  shyness  abated  as  her 
confidence  grew.  Although  she  had  performed  at  her  father’s  restaurant  while  a  teenager  and  done 
some  nightclub  work,  her  first  true  national  exposure  was  via  Starsearch,  where  she  had  an  unprece¬ 
dented  thirteen  weeks  of  success.  It  was  also  through  Starsearch  that  Linda  first  met  her  husband- 
to-be,  composer  Frank  Wildhorn  ( Jekyll  &  Hyde ,  The  Scarlet  Pimpernel ,  The  Civil  War,  and  the 
upcoming  Camille  Claudel ),  who  was  then  in  the  planning  stages  for  the  theater  version  of  Jekyll  & 
Hyde.  In  1990,  the  show  premiered  in  Houston,  with  Linda  performing  the  pivotal  role  of  Lucy. 

The  show  went  on  a  35-city  tour  before  opening  on  Broadway  in  1997.  Linda’s  performance  earned 
her  the  Theatre  World  Award  for  Best  Broadway  Debut  as  well  as  Drama  Desk  and  Outer  Critics  Circle 
Award  nominations  for  Best  Actress  in  a  Musical.  After  leaving  Jekyll  &  Hyde,  Linda  performed  two 
sold-out  concerts  at  Carnegie  Hall  and  recorded  the  following  albums:  her  self-titled  debut,  released 
on  RCA,  And  So  Much  More  (Angel),  and  It’s  Time,  It’s  No  Secret  Anymore,  Christmas  Stays  the 
Same  and  Gold  on  Atlantic.  She  can  also  be  heard  on  the  original  Broadway  cast  album  for  Jekyll 
&  Hyde,  and  the  original  concept  albums  for  her  husband’s  other  stage  musicals,  The  Scarlet 
Pimpernel  and  The  Civil  War.  Broadway  My  Way  closes  with  "Gold,"  the  title  track  of  Linda’s  2001 
release.  Written  by  Frank  Wildhorn,  the  song  is  featured  in  the  musical  Camille  Claudel,  scheduled 
to  open  on  Broadway  with  Linda  in  the  starring  role  late  in  2003.  It  was  also  chosen  for  the  Opening 
Ceremony  of  the  2002  Olympics,  where  Kristi  Yamaguchi  skated  to  the  song.  To  whatever  extent 
she  can,  Linda  Eder  now  stays  home  in  Westchester,  New  York,  with  her  husband  and  young  son, 
generally  performing  50  concert  dates  a  year,  in  addition  to  charity  engagements,  and  only  in  the 
United  States.  She  singles  out  one  cause  in  particular  -  the  Breast  Cancer  Research  Foundation. 
Ms.  Eder  has  made  several  previous  Boston  Pops  appearances.
